The Ukrainian GPU in Decembor arrestod throo Catholic priests 
who wero ib touch with tho Polish Goncrul Staff and political po- f 
lice. The case of the Whito-Russion "nationalists" proves that 
the organisation was countor-rovolutionary and also connectod with 
tho Polish Gencral Staff and political police. There aro frosh 
hopes for intervontion, a hugo morass is in agitation and scoundrelg 
of all sorts are making thotr appearance. Lot us remomber tho con 
spiracies of the first intorvcntion, when treachery and espionage 
became closely interwoven with sabotage and terrorism. We are now 
beginning to have the same oxperionoe as wo had then.

These commissions should inciudo representatives of the command 
personnel, Party apparatus, and Komsemoi, and should maintain ob- 4 
servation over all persons who are sunpected of espionage and are

directed to carry out a suitable campaign of explanation and must 

be made responsible for the organisation of coutor-espionage in 
their units. Tho cells o1 commissions for combatting espionage 

must be in touch with the Military Prosecution, but must be subore- 
dinated to the Spocinl Depaztmonts (of the OGPU), The formation 

and functioning of these commissions or colls should be offected -.. 
secrotly. 


QEGARDEBns Revoyensoviet have nothing in principle against the 
wm of these commissions in the regiments or battalions.

representative, for he occupies generally a post of secretary or is 
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charged with current effairs, in reality, thanks to the mission with 
which he is invested and to the means he has of corresponding with 
Moscow completely uncontrolled, he has a much bigger authority and is 
extremely dangerous to all his colleagues, counting the Plenipotentiary

Relations with the People's Commissariat for Commerce. 
The relations of the 0.G.P.U. with the People's Commissariat 


for Commerce are practically identical with its relations with the 
People's Commisseriat for Foreign Affairs. However, given the feeble 
resistance of the representative of the People's Commissariat for 
Commerce, the friction between them and the agents of the 0.0.P.U. are 
less freyuent. Formally, not only did the 0.G.P.U. make use of the 
organisation abroad of the People's Commissariat for Commerce to hide 
the role of its own agents, but its secret agencies were financed and 
provisioned by the commercial funds, licences et... At the moment on the 
contrary, as a result of considerable inconveniences occasioned by this 
sort of operation, the Central Committee of the Party has forbidden the 
0.G.P.U. to have commercial relations with the People's Commissariat for 


Commerce. It mst, in future, cmtent itself with using the organs 


of the People's Commissariat for Commerce solely as a means of introduc- 


ing its acents into foreign countries, end this itself is only a last.

At Mosoow the relations between the Direotorship of the 


Information Service and the 0.G.P.U. are perfectly official. They 

are represented by an exchange of knowledge and information. In these 
relations it is easy besides to remark a certain tension for the 
O.GeP.U. never lets an oocasion pass of ocoupying itself with 
espionage, really military, and competes by this fact even with the 
Directorship of the Information Service. The 0.G.P.U. estimates that 
#it is better placed to accomplish tnis work and with an ever-growing 
insistence proposes to the Central Committee the scrapping of the 
Directorship of the Information Service ard the confining of its 
attributes and budget to the 0.G.P.U. However, the Central Committee 
of the Party prefer to maintain the two organisations separate, in such 
& way as to be able to control the one by the other. 

Abroad the relations between the Resident of the 0.G.P.U. and 

the military attache depend on the personal relations between them but, 
generally, Moscow does not like a close friendship to exist between 
them for, in that case, it is imposeible for each to control the other. 
I was able to convince myself of this by personal experience. When 

I was named to Afghanistan I asked my Chief what Buould be my relations: 
with the military attache ; 1 was told that I ought not to have any ar 
of Blations with him, I should content myself with watching him.

But, as these 
regions are not measured precisely it happens very often that these 
agonts penetrate too deeply into the country in question; then, 
conscious of their superiority to the Moscow representative on certain 
special questions, they force themselves to take in hand the 
initiative of these affairs, that is to say, to obtain their 
independence or to extend the domain of their activity. These 
various attempts have always encountered a firm opposition on the 
part of Moscow but, in spite of it the local sections have gained 
ground. Thus, for example, the 0.G.P.U. of Tachkent works actually 
in an independent way in the West of China, the North of Afghanistan 
and the East of Persia. Vladivostok works in the region of 
Kharbine, Odessa works in Bessarabia but it is the Tohéka of the 
Caucasus who, in this respect has beaten all records=- the radius 
of action that it has appropriated includes Western and Northern 
Persia ard all Asiatic Turkey; it even possesses at Constantinople a ; 
special representative, independent rf very nearly, of the Resident 
of the 0.G.P.U. 

The local sections of the 0+6G.P.U. use likewise, as far as 
possible, the consulates to send their agents abroad, but more often, 
they content themselves with using the commeroial organisations. 
Thus, for exampled,the Caucasus uses the organisations of the 
People's Comminsariat for Foreign Affairs, the commeroial 
representations of Transcaucasus the Federation of Petrol, to send 
its agents to Persia and Turkey. 

In the same way~Hachkent to send its agents to Persia and’ 
Afghanistan makes use of the intermediary Persian Bureau, of the 
Federation of Petrols and of the Commercial Society of Afghanistan. 

I recall yet again that in spite of this doubling of the

THE FINANCES OF THE 0.0.P.U. 

It is diffioult to render account of the whole budget of the 
0.G.P.U. for, besides the credit furnished by the Government, it 
possesses considerable resources from smuggling done abroad and 
immense possessions in houses, co-operatives, printing presses etc.. 
Even if it was possible to draw up an exact account of this budget 
it seems to me that this account would only be of mediocre interest. 

I will only pause at the budget of the Foreign Sections it will 
give an idea of what this section can do in the way of espionage. 

It must be mentioned that the budget of the Special Section is 
counted in dollars and that, from year to year, this budget is 
restricted by reason of the bad exchange which makes itself felt in 
all the Soviet state. Thus, for example, whereas for 1928/29 it 
mounted to 3 million dollars from the month of January 1929, that 

is to say, while the budgetary year was not yet finished, the oredite’ 
were restricted first by 10, then, at the end of the year, by 30 %. 

In 1929/30 the credits were only for one million, five hundred 
thousand dollars, that is to say, hardly half those of the preceding | 
budget. Thus, we see that the watchword of economy of the whole 
reign was applied equally here. 

How is the buiget of the Foreign Section made? Before the 
beginning of October the Section asks all the Residents to send an 
account of their expenses. From all these expenses, from the 
accounts to be settled with the People's Commissariat for Foreign 
Affairs and finally taking into account the general expenses of the 
Section and it is brought to the Political Bureau. The budget of the |

At the end of the same year this account had been brought up. to 


6,000 dollars. The Berlin Resident received in 1928, 15,000 dollars | 
a months in 1929 this sum was reduced to 7,000 dollars. | 
The *esiderts are made to send every month to Moscow an account 
of the sums dispensed. If, during three months the expenses are 
lower than the sum they receive according to their official account, 
this sum is reduced in consequence. If afterwards, the same 
Residents, given the extension of their work, have need of 
supplementary credit, they must give in support of their demand a 
justifiable explanation. Also, very often, in order to avoid the 
reduction of their official list the “esidents spend, or pretend to 
spend more than would be really neceseary. Each expense put down on

The G.P.U. was created at Moscow on the orders of L&SNIN in 
1922 in order to replace the Cheka whose activities had gone beyongw 
the Dictator's control. 

This institution which was attached th the People's Commisaria+ 
for the Interior is in reality an organisation of high political 
police the omnipotence of which is so great that it dominates all 
the other Commisars of the People. 

The G-P.U. comprises two séctions, one dealing with the 
interior of Russia and the second, by far the more important, apread: 
its tentacles throughout the five parts of the world. The principal - 
base of operations in kurope is established in Berlin. 

In order to give a thorotigh training to Russian agents and 
to the foreign emissaries employed by this organismtien special 
schools have been created. In these special tuition is given on the 
employment of explosives, on the organisation of terrorist exploits

The secret agents or "residents" of the G.P.U. are almost | 
invariably recruited amongst the oltizens of foreign countries so 
that the Soviet authorities may, should any awkward inoidents 
occur, disclaim all responsibility.

The lat- 
ter's whole political career has veen based on a blind devotion to 
Stalin intil he has become but.an echo of. the Dictator, while Trilis- 
ser, who has somotimes expressed opinions of his own and was formerly 
on good terms with Radek and Zinoviev, has been continuously losing 
ground. Scundals which have occurred among the Soviet diplomatic 
personnel abroad, who come undor Trilisser's department, have been 
used as a protext for his disgrace, 

This measure is significant for it shows that Stalin is be- 
ginning to winnow out the occupants of the higher posts in the OGPU, 
who havo romained stationary for some years. Each official of this 
departmont has his own connections or clique of followers who main- 
tain close relations with him. Trilisser's departure will there- 
fore certainly entail the dismissal of numerous OGPU workers, prin- 
cipally those employed abroad. 

On the other hand this muy show, like tho dismissal of Bub- 
noy. from the post of Political Director of the Army, that Stalin, who 
previously had unlimited confidence in his high officials, is begin- 
ning to doubt their devotion and to take precautions accordingly. 


Information from another Source. 


The information appearing in the White-Russian Preas with refor- 
ence to Trilisser's dismissal has been taken from the Moscow "Pravda", 
dated 30th October, 1929. 


This paper states in the topical column that the "Presidium" of 
the Tz.I.K. of the USSR has decided to rolieve Trilisser from the 
duties of Vice-President of the G.P.U.,at the same time appointing 
Yagoda as the new lst Vice-President and Messing as the 2nd. 


1. At the first glance it might seen that this note was printed 
for the speciul purpose of misleading the general public. It has 
pecome generally known abroad that Trilisser is director of the INO, 
and, an the Bolsheviks would prefer that the name of the Director of . 
INO should not be partioularly advortised, they might be making a pre- 
tence of having removod Trilissor. This theory appears to receive 
sonfirnation in the wording of the note. It looks at first from the 
note as if Trilisser had been freed from the post of the lst Vice-Pre- 
sident of the C.P.U. and Yagodu appointed in his placo, whereas it is 
know: that Yagoda has alwaya been the lst Vice-President and Trilisser 
the 2nd. 


2. Mm ua closer examination however this theory falls to the 
ground. Apparantly Trilisser has actually been removed. It is 
generally known that relations between Trilisser and Yagoda, who in 
point of fact actually directed the G.P.U., were very bad. Even 
whilst informant was still in Moscow, Yagoda had strong reasons for 

¥ 


fearing the rivalry of Trilisser who was rapidly advancing. In the 
natural course of events, a very large part of the work of the Comin- 
tern in regard to the preparation of the World Revolution in the 
various countries fell more and more to the INO of the GPU and pro- 
portionally increased the importance of its head. 

Now apparently Yagoda has settled accounts with Trilisser, 
and this has been done under the guise of a revision of the personnel 
of the Collegium of the G.p.U. by the higher organs of the Govern- 
ment. This explains the character of the paper announcement. In 
the re-appointed personel of the Collegium, Yagoda retains the post 
of the lst Vice-President, Trilisser is removed, and Messing is ap- 
pointed as 2nd Vice-President. 

Apparently the excuse for getting rid of Trilisser was the 
recent failure of the G.P.U. abroad and the @isintegration of the 
personnel of the "Polpredstvos" and "Torgpredstvos". 


3. Trilisser, whose patronymics are Mikhail Abramovich (in the 
"Pravda" his initials, for some reason, are given as A.M.), is a Jew. 
fle is the type of a yellow and fanatical revolutionary. He hates 
the Intelligentzia bitterly. He has displayed a considerable or-

From your point of view, however, the interest of the matter 


lies in the source. It has been produced by our agent employed 


in the Uberseedienst, who obtained it from LIESER's office. LIESER 


is reported to have obtained it from the Soviet Intelligence 


Organisation (which, in turn, obtained it from their Paris organisa- 


tion) in exchange for reports on Poland passed to the Soviet 
Intelligence Organisation in Berlin. The source states that the 
report in question was translated into German and that copies were 
sent to the Reichswehrministerium, to one Oberst von NOSTIZ in, 
Frankfurt a/M, and to RAU. In his opinion, the report is not 
particularly up-to-date, having been obtained by the Soviet Agenoy 
in Paris from some other Russian organisation there. 

You will no doubt be interested in this apparent instance 
of Soviet-German collaboration in S.S., and the degree of 
reliability atiached by the War Office to the report in question 
will show you whether this exchange of information is likely to be 
formidable from our own point of view.

We have for some time been obtaining copics of correspondence 
between the "Special Section”, or "0.0." of the NKID in Moscow and 
ts branch in the Soviet Legation in Vienna, directed by Stanislas 
Kalina, the lst Secretary of the Legation; but the nature and 
functions of this "Special Section" have been largely a matter 
of surmise. From indivations in the correspondence it appearcd 
to be a ramification of the OGPU, and to deal with Secret Service, 
Communist and "underground" activities generally. Kalina, in his 
"Special Section" capacity was even shown to have spied upon his 


chief, the Sovict Minister. 


(2) We have now, however, obtained from a Soviet official 
sourco (and by trustworthy indirect means) the following infor- 
metion about the "Special Section". This source's information 

evidently a particularly secret organisation is nos- 

sibly incomplete, but it indicates that the "Snecial Section" is 
n reality directly subordinate to the Politburcau; that it com- 
prises specially selected members of the VKP(b); that it is inde- 
pendent of the OGPU, but works on parallel lines with the latter; 
that it acts as a channel for the Comintern's instructions, etc.,

Judging by 
the Berlin appointment, it would appear that local heads of Special

Note (2): With reference to a statement towards the end of (3)(iv), 
About otalin in reality personally directing IKKI activities, it may 
be of interest to note that we have just received the following 
confirmatory information from an entirely independent source in Mos- 
cow: 


Whereas, under Lenin, the IKKI, through its Presidium, used 
to enjoy a certain degree of independence, it has now become little 
more than a department of the Contral Committee of the VKP(b). It 
still has the outward appearance of independence, but scarcely =) 
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single important decision, or big financial assignment, is passed 
without the sanction of Stalin. 


Since the appearance of the Opposition, and of Left and 
Right Oppositionist tendencies both in the IKKI and in foreign Com- 
munist Parties, Stalin's attitude towards the IKKI has become im- 
bued with the suspicion peculiar to him, and, in the spring of this 


year, he made it known that he intended to pay much more attention 
to IKKI affairs. 


The supreme direction of the IKKI is thus virtually in the 
hands of Stalin, who takes a particular interest in the Eastern 
Department, whose activities he not only watches, but also controls. 
Stalin, if he is not busy in the Politbureau, often takes part in 
the sittings of the Presidium of the IKKI, or olse sends Molotov, 
as his deputy, to attend them.

Soviet Military Intelligence. 


You may be interested in tho following (rather rough) 


translation of a statement made by Unschlicht, Deputy Commissary 
for War of the USSR, at a session of the Council of People's 
Commissaries, which was held on the 2nd August last. Apart from 
general statements on intelligence work, it shows that the Russians 
have obtained some spurious information about a Franco-British 
agreement directed against them, which they hope to put to public 
use, if they can get it substantiated. A copy of the full report 
from which this extract is taken has gone to the War Office and an 


extract has gone to the Foreign Office. 


UNSCHLICHT. «+eeA special secret agreement has recently been con- 
Cluded between England and France, defining the nature of the action 
and the relations between the British and French Staffs, armies and 
fleets in a war planned against the USSR. Not content with that, 
this agreement envisages the partition of the USSR into spheres of 
influence and the establishment of counter-revolutionary governments 
in various parts of the Union - which are to be "freed" of the 
Soviet power - in accordance with the directives of London and Paris. 
The publication of this military agreement will produce an over- 
whelming impression on the whole world, on the international pro- 
letariat and the whole of progressive and liberal public opinion, 
and on all honest citizens, since it formulates with extraordinary 
brazeness the objectives of Anglo-French imperialism and with 
incredible cynicism determines to enslave the peoples of the USSR 
and bind the proletariat of the USSR hand and foot. So far we 
possess only an incomplete general resume of this remarkable document, 
and the Intelligence Department of the RKKA has therefore adopted 
all measures to obtain, either in London or Paris a copy of the 
Anglo-French agreement re intervention into the affairs of the 
USSR. Work in this direction in London is greatly hampered by the 
absence of our official institutions with the necessary staff of 
officials. The representatives there of the Intelligence Depart- 
ment of the RKKA and OGPU are compelled to work in the deepest 
secrecy, without the necessary communications and in complete isoda- 
tion from the centre. Nevertheless, in spite of this the work of 
our Intelligence service in England has recently improved and we 
receive valuable and necessary information fairly regularly. In 
France our military Intelligence is in a much better position, but 
here again there are thousands of police and White-guard agents and 
yellow French pressmen, etc., who maintain observation over the 
Soviet Government and Soviet institutions. Our French Party com- 
rades considerably lighten the work of our organs by disclosing the 
secrets of the French military in the Party press, at secret meptings, 
and in information bulletins. Furthermore our intelligence service 
is greatly assisted by the French KOMSOMOL which has excellent 
/contact 


contact with the soldier mass and among the employees of military 
institutions. 


The. work of military intelligence in Germany has become 
rather more complicated, obstacles being placed in our path by 
certain circles who are against the Soviet-German rapprochement 
and try by means of all kinds of police provocateurs to compromise 
our official representatives. However, up to the present this 
provocation has not been successful. Nevertheless the increased 
interest shown by German counter-espionage and police institutions 
in our military intelligence gives rise to the possibility of some 
sort of attack being made by German counter-espionage men. 


Our military intelligence in Stookholm and in Turkey is 
developing successfully. The possibility of our Black Sea 
frontiers and the Caucasian frontiers of the USSR being threatened 
by Turkey compels us to form a network of agencies in Asia Minor 
and on the coast of the Black Sea beginning with Batoum and ending 
with Varna. It is essential also to form the same thing on the 
coast of the Baltic Sea in order that we should have timelyvwarniag 
information of all movements of the enemy fleets and the military 
forces of the enemy. 


In Persia we possess & well organised intelligence apparatus 


and in this respect may boldly compete with the British who are 
very proud of the exemplary organisation of their intelligence 
organisations in the Middle East. In Austria and the Balkans and 
in Italy our intelligence service fully satisfies the requirements 
and tasks set before it. In Japan, in connection with events in 
China, the staffs of the intelligence groups of the RKKA have been 
reinforced, while as regards the U.S.A., a sound and fairly 
considerable organisation of the Intelligence Department of the 
RKKA has long been arranged there which keeps our Staff and the 
Artillery and War Technical Departments informed as to the more 
ris groan technical inventions and improvements in war technical 
matters.

Mr. Ljungkund, Conservative Senator, has communicated 
a ciroular to the Upper House which he declares emanates 
from the Military Commission of the Third International, 
and is addressed to the chiefs of Communists Cells 
abroad.

Rus so-Germun Military Collaboration. 


The following is a report received from an individual em 
ployed in the Verkehraministerium, which may be of some interest ta 
you in view of the apparent collaboration between the Red Army 
and Reichswehrrinisterium on M.I. matters noted in para.l. 

This report han been circulated to M.I.3.B. and M.I.3.C. 
and the matter is being followed up:- 

"Informaht atates that an agreement was arrived at by 
Von Dirksen and the Soviet authorities in Moscow last week 
(the report was dated 29-1-29), according to which German 
Military specialists will deliver lectures on Military 
affairs to officers of the Red Army; information on 
Technical matters and Military Intelligence regarding other 
countries will be exchanged; officers of the Reichswehr 
who have completed courses in flying will be given facilities 
for training and participating in manoeuvres in Russia. 

"The former Soviet Military Attache in Berlin, LUNEV, 
was in Berlin during the first week in Jarmmary and discussed 
details of the agreement with the Reichswohrministerium, 
from which the initiative in making the proposal came. 

"Informant also states that the Reichswahrministerium 
regard training in Aviation as of greater importance than any 
other branch of Military training and that this agreement 
with the Russians will enable the Reichsawehr to make up for 
any disadvantages imposed upon Germany as a result of the 
Peace Treaty”.

In June of the present year we heard from our Representative 
in the Far East, on the authority of a Russian connected with the Red 
Aerial Fleet, that the personnel of the institution called "Osso- 
Aviakhim"" abroad (1,8, outside Russia) was to be very greatly 
increased in the near future. or Representative gathered that 
Ossoaviakhim was responsible for espionage in aviation works and 
chemical factories in foreign countries and that it was now defihitely 
embarked on a policy of getting Communists and co-workers employed 
in works and factories in England. 

On this we noted that the institution in question, namely 
Ossoaviakhim was a sort of society for the development of aviation 
and chemical warfare, somewhat analogous to the Navy League in 
England in r spect of naval development, and that as we had not 
heard an far that it waa engaged in any sort of espionage, we should 
not circulate the information unless and until it was amplified. 

We have now received a report, an extract from which I give below 
which materially supports the information received in June from our 
Representative in the Far East.

administration of the Special Secret Information Sections, 
which are now being eafablished in connection with the 

Central Committees of the various C.P!s.
